In the course of his re¬ 
marks he hcU. out scant hope for 
the city of securing aid to meet 
the Increasing burden Imposed by 
the rigid enforcement of rulings 
affecting the unemployables. 

In turn he was met by the sug¬ 
gestion that If the costs mounted 
too heavtly against Victoria, the 
city would throw up its hands 
and close, the relief office. 

The explana.lon took the form 
of an interview, with E. C. Snow¬ 
den, city relief officer, and aider- 
men questioning Mr. Griffith. 

He could give no Idea of the 
costs to the city of the new policy 
until he determined the number 
of unemployables In Victoria. It 
would cost Vancouver roughly 
$300,000 a year more, he said. 

Unemployables were deter¬ 
mined by the Employment Serv¬ 
ice of Canada, which dealt with 
illcant on his own merits.

Dean Quainton 

N early six months ago dean 

Quainton left Victoria to take up less 
strenuous work In his native land. In the 
back of his mind were plans to remain In 
Britain about two years. At the expiration 
of that time he Intended to come back to 
Victoria and end his days among us here. 
The Master whom he served so long, so 
whole-heartedly, and always faithfully, has 
changed those plans. The servant of Christ 
whom we knew well, who was the exem¬ 
plar of all that for which real manhood 
stands, has passed Into the unknown to rest 
with the Immortals. 

To say that the untimely death of Dean 
Quainton will be a blow to many In Canada 
in general and In this and neighboring com¬ 
munities of the Pacific Northwest In par¬ 
ticular, Is to give a wholly Inadequate ex- 
pression to the sense of personal loss which 
his passing will occasion. Dean Quainton 
was much more than a distinguished officer 
of the Church of his faith. No hard and 
fast ecclesiastical ritual or usage could cir¬ 
cumscribe his philosophy of life. The remark¬ 
ably fine qualities of his mind were always 
in tune with the realities of o8r time. His 
understanding of and sympathy with human 
tribulation and the many frailties of mankind 
found their source in the generous beat of

1752 his birthday fell upon Feb¬ 
ruary 22. This shifting of an 
apparently fixed date was caused 
by Britain's refusal, up to 1752, 
to accept the Gregorian calendar 
In place of the Julian calendar. 
It was not until 1790 that Wash¬ 
ington's birthday was publicly 
celebrated on February 22 in¬ 
stead of-February 11, and it was 
the Tammany Society of New 
York who thus first publicly 
honored Washington.

More Opportunity Here 

COR SO MANY YEARS WAS IT THE CUS- 
E tom for Canadians to regard the United 
States as the land of opportunity to which 
young men of the Dominion turned when 
they were ready to embark upon careers, 
that the striking reversal In the condition I 
which figures on unemployment reveal 
proves rather startling. The Royal Bank of 
Canada, In analyzing the figures for the two I 
countries, brings out that, excluding farmers ! 
receiving relief and who are not properly I 
classed as unemployed, there Is about one -1 
fifth the unemployment in Canada that there 
is in the United States. 

Deajing with industrial workers, the 
bank's report on the subject points out that 
the number of Industrial workers who are 
now dependent upon aid from the Dominion 
Government for their support was 115,000 
In September. Since the population of the 
United States is about 13 times that of 
Canada, It will not be until Industrial unem¬ 
ployment has been reduced to a point where 
there are only 1,500,000 employable Indus¬ 
trial workera seeking jobs In the United 
States that conditlona in Industry In that 
country can be said to be equivalent to those 
In Canada In the latter part of 1937. Inter- 
pretationa' of the results of the November 
census of unemployment modified by the 
subsequent decline In employment In the 
United States gives the number of unem¬ 
ployed as somewhere between 10 and 12 
million. 

In this connection It Is learned that many 
workers In the United States are looking 
upon Canada with envious eyes, and U.S.
